The state officers tn be elected in 


Indiana this year are of tniBoi im- 
portance, a fact that was clearly 
recognized by the Eepublican State 
convention at Indianapolis, for every 
utterance, whether by the speakers 
present or by the platform adopted 
by the convention, was keyed upon 
national issues.
